TO THE FAITH 


A Comment on the Conversion 


of Dr. William E. Orchard 


ATHERS and mothers, it is 

said, live their lives over again 
in the experiences of their children. 
I have seen a worn, middle-aged 
woman look like a girl at her 
daughter’s wedding. She was re- 
newing her own romance. The inti- 
mate sympathy she was able to 
feel with her child made her so 
youthful and happy that a stranger 
might have mistaken her for the 
bride. A convert often feels like 
that when someone he has known 
well takes the great step.~When I 
heard of Dr. Orchard’s conversion 
it carried me back to the Priory on 
Haverstock Hill on a certain July 
day nine years ago. Once more I 
went through that experience of 
relief after prolonged mental dis- 
tress and nervous tension which 
the convert knows so well, and en- 
joyed again the sense of standing 
on the threshold of a new and mys- 
terious world. 

Dr. Orchard once said that, were 
he to become a Catholic, he would 
object to describing the change as 
a conversion. But I think he 
knows now that coming into the 
Catholic Church, however deep 
may have been one’s previous re- 
ligious life, does deserve that very 
serious designation. Participating 
vicariously in his experience, it 
has seemed to me a passing from 
darkness to light, from bondage 
to freedom, from make-belief to 
reality. 

It is perhaps no wonder that this 
particular convert should so pro- 
foundly awaken my sympathy. For 
nearly three years we lived under 
the same roof and shared together 
—he as Superior, I as subordinate

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THE RELIGIOUS PANIC 
AS WIDESPREAD AS 
THE ECONOMIC 


Everyone will understand 
what we mean when we say 
that there is the same sort 
of panic and confusion in 
the non-Catholic religious 
world as there is in the 
economic order throughout 
the earth. In the present 
period of depression the 
generality of people look to 
leadership, and there is none, 
look for means of material 
livelihood, and can find none, 

In the spiritual world 
there is leadership only in 
the Catholic Church, and this 
is a fact quite generally rec- 
ognized. In the Catholic 
Church there is not only 
human guidance, but means 
of spiritual livelihood are 
abundant, and they are sup- 
plied direct from Heaven 
through God’s duly com- 
missioned agent. 

The religious panic and 
confusion outside the Cath- 
olic Church is not new; it 
did not follow in the wake 
of the financial panic and 
depression. 

We are merely pointing 
to a condition in the spiri- 
tual world that is akin to a 
condition with which we are 
acquainted in the economic 
order. The consequences of 
the former are even worse 
than those of the latter, but 
people are less sensitive to 
the privation of spiritual 
than they are of

E word of God is the word of 
God only in the sense in which 
God spoke it! The word of God 


jiturned and tortured and twisted by 


the criticism of the individual mind 
becomes the word of man—it 
ceases to be the word of God. How, 
then, can they make acts of faith, 
who, taking the. revelation of God 
apart from the authority of the 
church of God, interpret it for 


iithemselves and against the teach- 


ing of that authority? The ma- 
terial object of faith ceases to 
exist. 

Scripture misinterpreted ceases 
to be the Scripture. The greatest 
of modern impostures, and I will 
say the master error of modern 
heresies, is what is paraded as 
scientific history and _ scientific 
criticism in the matter of revela- 
tion. In what does it consist? 

I, an uninspired, unaided critic, 
take these human documents 
(which in the first place are not 
inspired, and for the authenticity 
of which there is no certain guar- 
antee, inasmuch as they have been 
handed down in various languages, 
and in various lands, without any 
responsible custody or witness of 
their genuine text), and I interpret 
them without rule except my own, 
without a judge except myself, and 
without a guide except the light of 
my own understanding; I subject 
them absolutely to my own criti- 
cism; and, then, out of an arbitrary 
and subjective process such as this; 
I tell the world that the Council of 
the Vatican erred from the truth, 
and I tell.sthe whole Church on 
earth that it has departed from the 
revelation it received from God. 
Surely this is a form of insanity. 
It is a fatuity which has inflated 
the “men of culture,” as they love 
to be called. It is Gnosticism risen 
again from the dead. To do this a 
man ought to be the twelve Apos- 
tles or at least the Vicar of Jesus 
Christ. But this barefaced form of 
human vain-glory is too manifest 
to be dangerous to many. A few

Converts Often Make 
Great Sacrifices 


i is extremely difficult to con- 
vert a Mohammedan to Chris- 
tianity. The Catholic Bishop of 
Constantinople, now resident at 
Athens, told the writer that con- 
versions were extremely rare be- 
cause the converted Turk, for in- 
stance, was regarded as giving up 
not only his religion but his na- 
tionality, became socially ostra- 
cized if not persecuted or mur- 
dered. The Mohammedan in Egypt, 
in Palestine, in Arabia, is equally 
hostile to Christianity.

What we regard as Washing-

From the fact that recent Pro- 
testant writers, like Sabatier and. 
Thode, have devoted much thor- 
ough study of the life of St. Fran- 
cis of Assisi, we may perceive that 
the period of mere neglect has come 
to an end. The Church of England 
has always attached a high value 
to the lives of the saints, both for 
sermons and for educational pur- 
poses, and has drawn no small in- 
spiration from this source; it has 
recently paid peculiar attention to 
the legends of St. Francis, and has 
issued good editions of these works 
for its priests and educators. What 
reason is there, indeed, why our 
youth should be brought up upon 
legends and biographies from the 
antique world? Why should they 
be intimately acquainted with the 
deeds of Hercules, and yet be prac- 
tically ignorant of the life of St. 
Francis, or of St. Vincent de Paul, 
who stand incomparably nearer to 
our social and spiritual needs? 

A modern philosopher (I refer 
to H. von Stein, whose too early 
death was so deplorable) has drawn 
attention in his later works to the 
imperishable significance of the 
lives of ‘the saints. Attracted to 
their study through Schopenhauer, 
he discovered behind every negation 
their mighty positive element, their 
gift to the world and to those who 
live and struggle in it; “In the 
highest and noblest,” he says, “our 
experience is unfortunately con- 
fined to what is limited and inade- 
quate. .. they, however, 
enced in themselves the absolute— 
and life is nothing when one has 
not in some fashion or another ac- 
quired this experience.”

Christian Unions 
Urge Publie Works 
To Aid Employment 


Utrecht.-The headquarters of 
the International Confederation of 
Christian Unions; here, has just re- 
leased a report of the fifth congress 
of the Confederation held at An- 
vers, June 22 to 24, which is of in- 
ternational importance and of vital 
interest to all those interested in 
Labor. 


In its deliberations on the pre- 
sent world-wide economic crisis, 
the Confederation drew the atten- 
tion of all its affiliated organiza- 
tions to the resolution adopted by 
the sixteenth International Labor 
Conference in which all the States- 
Members of the League of Nations 
were urged to seek the common 
prosperity through the application 
of appropriate measures. The con- 
gress indorsed particularly the 
question of great national and in- 
ternational public works recom- 
mended in the Geneva resolution, 
considering such works susceptible 
to bringing about immediate relief 
from the disastrous effects of 
world unemployment. 


Free Home For 
Cancer Victims 
To Be Opened 


Fall River, Mass.—The Rose 
Hawthorne Lathrop Free Home for 
Cancer, to which the poor of New 
England suffering from the dis- 
ease may go without charge and 
regardless of race, color or creed, 
will be opened here July 31, it was 
announced by the Most Rev. James 
E. Cassidy, Auxiliary Bishop and 
Apostolic Administrator of the 
Diocese of Fall River. 


The hospital will be in charge of 
the Servants of Relief, a religious 
community founded by Mother Al- 
phonsa (Rose Hawthorne Lath- 
rop), daughter of Nathaniel Haw- 
thorne. Its dedication will fulfill 
one of her last wishes. 


A hospital owned by the City of 
Fall River was purchased and 
thoroughly renovated. It is situ- 
ated on the east shore of Mt. Hope 
Bay. 


Birth Control Report 
To League Scored By 
Catholic Physicians 


Rome.—The Union of Catholic 
Physicians of Florence has sent to 
the League of Nations a protest 
against the “anti-Christian attack 
upon maternity perpetrated by the 
International Committee of the Or- 
ganization for Hygiene.” 


The Union declares this to be a 
“grave offense against the doctrine 
of the Church recently refreshed 
in the minds of Catholics by the 
papal Encyclical, Casti Connubii.” 
It warns the League of Nations 
against ratifying a proposal that 
is “irreligious, ill-bred and clearly 
prejudicial to the State, the family 
and the individual.” 


400 Seattle Japanese 
Honor Beloved Priest 


Seattle.—Travelers at the Union 
Station here recently witnessed an 
impressive spectacle. Four hundred 
Japanese had assembled, and spec- 
tators presumed that it was to bid 
welcome or farewell to some dis- 
tinguished countryman. They were 
not a little surprised to see the 
Japanese acclaim the approach of 
a Catholic priest, unmistakably an 
American. 


The priest was the Rev. John C, 
Murrett, of Buffalo, N. Y., a mem- 
ber of the Maryknoll Foreign Mis- 
sion Society, and for six years dir- 
ector of the Maryknoll Mission for 
Japanese in Seattle. The growth 
of a Japanese Catholic community 
in this city has been due almost 
solely to his untiring efforts. And 
now Father Murrett had been as- 
signed by his Society to distant 
Manchuria. 

As the American missioner’s 
train pulled out of the station, the 
400 Jz totally disregarding 
all who watched them, dropped to 


|their knees for Father Murrett’s 


blessing. 


Denver.—Joseph C. Maguire, of 
Denver, State Deputy of the 
Knights of Columbus, has filed 
charges of criminal libel against 
Dr. J. Charles Hummel, over 
whose signature there appeared in 
The Daily Courier of Alamosa a 
paid advertisement, part of which 
referred to the spurious fourth De- 
gree K. of C. oath. 

The advertisement in question 
began with a criticism over grant- 
ing the use of a public school build- 
ing to the Rev. Edward J. Mc- 
Carthy, pastor of the Church of the 
Sacred Heart at Alsinosa, on a 
rental basis. 

Paper Prints Apologies 

Retraction of the paper's part in 
the publication of the advertise- 
ment has been made by P. H. 
Schlesselman, publisher, who 
printed both an editorial and an 
advertisement for this purpose. 
The editorial is as follows: 

“In referring to an advertise- 
ment which appears in another 
column of this issue, with refer- 
ence to a previous article by Dr. 
J. Charles Hummel, it should again 
be emphasized that it is not the 
intention or the policy of this 


newspaper to publish knowingly — 


any matter which defames or vil- 
lifies any person or group of per- 
sons. On investigation of the al- 
leged oath which was cited by 
Hummel, it has been found that no 
such oath is or has been used by 
the Knights of Columbus, and that 
no oath which could be considered 
objectionable to any citizen is em- 
ployed by that order. 

“In declaring editorially that all 
declarations in regard to the oath 
are entirely false, The Daily Cour- 
ier is glad to do all in its power to 
correct and to counteract state- 
ments which may have damaged a 
number of good citizens in Ala- 
mosa and throughout the country, 
and to reiterate that the publisher 
of this paper is not in agreement 
with any of the statements made in 
the advertisement by Hummel, nor 
does he sanction their circulation.” 

Apology in Advertisement 

In the advertisement, entitled 
“An Apology,” which he imserted 
in his own paper, Mr. Schlesselman 
says in part: 

“The editor of this paper, in 
printing this apology to the 
Knights of Columbus, regrets sin- 
cerely that before running the ad- 
vertisement of Mr. Hummel, which 
was presented shortly before time 
for our paper to go to press, he did 
not give it a careful reading. It is 
not the policy of this paper to 
print, even as a paid advertise- 
ment, anything which is mislead- 
ing or calculated to place in an un- 
favorable light any individual or 
group of individuals. Having made 
the mistake of printing this mat- 
ter, the editor of this paper now 
wishes, by this apology and state- 
ment, fully to retract and correct 
in so far as possible, any damage 
which may have been caused by the 
publication of the Hummel adver- 
tisement of Saturday, June 25.

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- THE PULPIT SHOULD NOT SURRENDER TO 
THE PEWS 


Sometime ago the Reverend James M. Gillis, C.S.P., 
reviewed briefly reports of sermons appearing in a New 
York Monday morning paper. 

It has been our custom for several years to glance 
over the potpourri of pulpit utterances, which are often 
mutually contradictory, and some of which are sure to 
disturb more than to promote faith and morality. 


But for a change we discovered a number of timely 
observations in the report of sermons preached on a re- 
cent Sunday, in some of the New York churches. 


The Reverend Doctor Henry Darlington, Episcopal, 
compared our “monetary and mental bankruptcy” to a 
similar situation obtaining in England during the War, 
when from all sides it was declared that “her people have 
forgotten God.” 


“Tn the last analysis,” asks the speaker, “is not that 
exactly what has happened not only to America, but to 
the world? Materialism having collapsed, to what shall 
people turn? This is the great opportunity of the church. 
She has a plan and that plan is Jesus Christ.” 

The Reverend Doctor Paul Scherer, 
speaking on the decline of Christianity, said: 

“When dissolution takes place, it takes place from 
within. The danger point is being reached when folk 
like us begin to show more concern about the stock 
market than we do about religion; when not getting to 
the office is a tragedy, and not getting to church means 
no more than a Sunday at home; when newspapers take 
the place of Bibles, and prayer becomes a tradition, and 
cigarettes, cosmetics, and the movies command more of 
our national wealth than the programs of all the 

~ churches combined; when most of our enthusiasm goes 
into panics and baseball games, and being a Christian 
means doing the best you can under the circumstances.”’ 

Reverend Doctor Bugbee, Methodist, referring to 
the “discouraging outlook,” blames the same on the fail- 
ure of people to have recourse to God. He says: 


“It will be a sad day for any land, for any city, for 
any individual life, when we can no longer catch the 
glimpse of Jesus standing on the shore. We must not 
let that vision go.

The following “daily prayer,” re- 
cently published in the New York 
Law Journal and originally pub- 
lished in the United States Law 
Review, was found among the pa- 


‘Chief Justice of the Supreme Court 
of Wisconsin from 1874 to 1880: 
“OQ God of all truth, knowledge 
and judgment, without Whom 
nothing is true or wise or just; 
look down with mercy upon Thy 
servants whom Thou sufferest to 
sit in earthly seats of judgment to 
administer Thy justice to Thy peo- 


inspire them with Thy judgement. 
Grant them grace truly and impar- 
tially to administer Thy justice 
and to maintain Thy truth to the 
glory of Thy name. And of Thy 
infinite mercy so direct and dis- 
pose my heart that I may this day 
fulfill all my duty in Thy fear and 
fall into no error of judgment. Give 
me grace to hear patiently, to con- 
sider diligently, to understand 
rightly, and to decide justly. Grant 
me due sense of humility, that I 
may not be misled by my willful- 
ness, vanity or egotism. Of my- 
self I humbly acknowledge my own 
unfitness and unworthiness in Thy 
sight and without Thy gracious 
guidance I can do nothing right. 
Have mercy upon me a poor, weak, 
frail sinner, groping in the dark, 
and give me grace so to judge 
others now, that I may not myself 
be judged when Thou comest to 
judge the world with Thy truth. 
Grant my prayer, I beseech Thee, 
for the love of Thy Son, our Sav- 
ior, Jesus Christ. Amen.” 

It would indeed be well for all 
of our jurists to adopt this prayer 
to guide them in their duties.

Mexican Court Upholds 
Law Limiting Priests 


_ MEXICO CITY.—The law limit- 
ing the number of Catholic priests 
and churches within this capital to 
twenty-five is constitutional, under 
a decision given by the Supreme 
Court, when fifty applications by 
private individuals asserting that 
the law violated the Constitution 
were dismissed. 

[All Catholic churches in Mexico 
City closed Jan. 3 last and remain- 
ed closed until Feb. 27, when the 
church authorities agreed to the 
limitation of churches and priests 
pending: appeals to the Supreme 
Court. The law became effective 
Jan. 1. “Similar Church-and-State 
controversies are going on in many 
other Mexican States.] 

‘Hundreds of similar applications 
are pending. They are based on the 
plea that the number of priests and 
churches can be limited under the 
Constitution only to the number re- 
quired by the communicants, and 
that twenty-five priests for a pop- 
ulation of more than 1,000,000 are 
utterly inadequate. 

It is believed, however, that the 
Vpending cases will be dismissed. 


MADRID.—Catholic quarters are 
worried over the contents of the 
bill for the regulation of religious 
orders, which the government will 
offer in the Cortes. The Constitu- 
tion prohibits Jesuits from teach- 
ing, and it is felt likely in Catholic 
quarters that the projected law will 
provide for the gradual liquidation 
of all Catholic educational work.

Marriages and Births 


NEW YORK CITY.—Marriages, 
births and deaths in New York 
City all decreased in the first six 
months of 1932 from the number 
reported in the corresponding per- 
iod last. year, according to figures 
made public yesterday by Dr. Shir- 
ley W. Wynne, Commissioner of 
Health. 


There were 1,931 fewer mar- 
riages here during the first twenty- 
six weeks of 1932 than during the 
same time last year, the report 
showed. 


Only 55,591 births were reported 
here in the first twenty-six weeks 
of this year—a lower figure than 
for any similar period in the last 
four years, Dr. Wynne said, and a 
decrease of 2,931 from the 58,522 
births reported in the first six 
months last year. The average 
number of births in the city in the 
first half of the three years pre- 
ceding 1932 was 60,918, so that the 
figure for this year shows a de- 
crease of 5,329 from this average. 
The birth figures for the first half 
of 1929 were 61,112 and for the 
first half of 1930, 62,120. 


Fewer deaths were reported up 
to July 1 than in any similar per- 
iod in the last four years.

What is the opinion of the 
Catholic Church concerning 
gapital punishment ? 

The Church has always held 
hat the State has a perfect 
Tight to inflict capital punish- 
ment upon any man who has 
been found guilty of a griev- 
ous offense, and by this ex- 
ample offer a deterrent to 
others who might be tempted 
to commit a similar crime. St. 
Thomas expressly states that 
“such killing is not murder,” 
and Pope Innocent III declared 
against the Waldensians that 
“the secular power could in- 
flict the death penalty without 
grievous sin.” 


While, however, the Church 
admits the right of the State 
to inflict capital punishment, 
she has never demanded its in- 
fliction. That she leaves en- 
tirely to the judgment of the 
secular powers. Many bishops 
and priests are numbered 
among those who oppose capi- 
tal punishment, and the Canon 
Law of the Church inflicts ir- 
regularity upon all clerics who 
cooperate in the administra- 
tion of the death penalty. 
(Canon 948). 

The most convincing argu- 
ment for the justification of 
capital punishment is the 
State’sright to self-defense. In 
inflicting this form of punish- 
ment the State defends itself 
against enemies who, by their 
crimes, undermine the very 
foundations of the social or- 
der.

We must defend the assertion 
that Christ promised something in 
particular to Peter alone. In His 
answer to Peter’s conféssion that 
his Master was the Messiah, our 
Lord addressed only Peter. “Bles- 
sed art thou, Simon Bar-Jona.” 
“Bar-Jona” means “Son of John”. 
It is very clear that Christ could 
have been speaking only to Peter. 
Therefore, there is no reason to be- 
lieve that whatever Christ then pro- 
mised to Peter was also promised 
at the same time to the rest of the 
Apostles.

Christ was 
a wise architect. He foresaw all the 
storms of ignorance and disagree- 
ment among the members of the 
Church; He knew that a firm prin- 
ciple of unity was necessary in the 
Church. What a rock foundation is 
to the building of the lighthouse 
that Peter is to the Church. Christ 
made Peter the principle of unity 
by giving him the authority to rule 
and guide the faithful. In _ this 
sense, then, Peter is the Rock. He 
is the foundation on which the 
whole Church rests. 


We find instances in Scriptures 
where the words, “rock” and “foun- 
dation” are used in the same sense 
that we have interpreted them. We 
must carefully note a difference in 
the use of the words, however. 
Christ Himself gives us the reason 
for this distinction. “Everyone that 
cometh to Me, and heareth My 
words, and doeth them, I will show 
you to whom he is like. He is like 
to the man building a house, who 
digged deep, and laid the founda- 
tion upon the rock. And the flood 
came, and the stream beat violent- 
ly upon that house and it could not 
shake it: for it was founded on a 
rock.” (Luke VI, 47, 48). It is evi- 
dent that the word “foundation” 
here refers to the lower part of the

Washington — The beginnings, 
development and remedies of na- 
tional antipathies in children con- 
stitute the subject-matter of a re- 
port just issued by the Committee 
on National Attitudes of the Cath- 


Peace under the direction of the 
Rev. Dr. Maurice S, Sheehy, form- 
er chairman of the Committee. This 
dy embraced 60 Catholic ele- 
| and high schools in 30 
ates and Puerto Rico, and is said 
the first such study ever 
made of Catholic school pupils. 

Among the most interesting de- 
velopments of the report are: Ra- 
cial or national consciousness ap- 
pears at a very early age among 
children, many demonstrating this 
consciousness at the age of six. 
Girls are inclined to show more 
prejudice towards foreign children 
than boys. Association or contact 
with unpopular racial groups seem- 
ed to decrease the force of preju- 
dice in all the schools reporting. 
Most teachers believed racial and 
national intolerance were largely 
due to absorption of adult attitudes 
at home. Social and economic fac- 
tors were thought to complicate 
the question of racial prejudices. 
Pra iically all the teachers report- 
ing paid tribute to the exceptional 
advantages of religious instruction 
in dissipating national intolerance. 
Most schools reporting had not ex- 
amined their libraries with the 
idea of removing literature which 
might be suggestive of prejudice 
towards particular races and na- 
tional groups. 

The Committee concludes that 
the “evidence received in this study 
seems to warrant further study of 
the question of racial or national 
attitudes in the Catholic schools.” 
It recommends the treatment of 
this problem in connection with the 
Catholic Parent-Teacher Associa- 
tions, so that there might be co- 
operation between the home and 
school in eliminating prejudice.

Persian Count 
Now Catholic 
Mission Priest 


By Dr. Frederic Funder 

Vienna—Unusual is the life 
story of the newly-ordained young 
priest, Dr. Nicholas Count Mark- 
aroff, who has just celebrated his 
first Mass in the chapel of the 
Salesians here. He was born in 
Persia, the son of a count, who 
was a member of the Armenian- 
Orthodox Church and a man of 
wide culture, and who practiced 
medicine in Armenia and enjoyed 
an enviable reputation. 


When he was twelve years old, 
the boy’s mother was murdered be- 
fore his eyes by Turkish soldiers 
in 1916. Thanks to a_ singular 
fate, the boy succeeded in escaping 
the massacre by the Turks of the 
Armenian population. A number 
of his fellow-believers took the 
child with them in their flight. 
Amid frightful hardships, menaced 
a hundred times by death, the ref- 
ugees succeeded in crossing the 
Caucasian frontier into Russia. In 
a Russian monastery, the boy 
found shelter. 


As he grew up there increased in 
Nicholas Markaroff’s mind the 
longing for the Faith of his mur- 
dered mother, who had been a 
Catholic. For this reason he went 
to Austria where he was attracted 
by the famous mission house of St. 
Gabriel of the Society of the Word 
of God. He was admitted there, 
became a Catholic and applied him- 
self with zeal and ardor to the 
training for priesthood. To com- 
plete these studies he went to 
Rome, took the degree of doctor of 
theology and received Holy Orders 
in Vienna on St. Peter and Paul’s 
day. 

Ever, during the time of his 
studies, there remained the mem- 
ory of his oriental home and the 
religious distress of his tribesmen 
living in separation from Rome. 
Driven by an irresistible impulse 
and encouraged by the manifesta- 
tions made by the Holy Father, 
Pius XI, in favor of a union of the 
Eastern Churches, he resolved to 
devote himself to missionary 
work in the East. 


Now he has joined the mission- 
ary society “Regina Apostolorum,” 
which devotes itself to mission 
work in the East and to propagat- 
ing the idea of union. :

New York—A radiogram from 
Rome announces that the Process

akwitha was opened on July 8 by 
the Congregation of Rites. This 
marks the culmination of years oc- 
cupied in preparing for this Cause, 
and bids us hope that in due time, 
this wonderful Indian Maiden will 
be honored on our altars as a 
Saint. Evidently there is much in- 
terest in this Cause among the 
members of the Congregation. A 
message received on June 27 an- 
nounced that nothing would be 
done until September with the doc- 
uments in the case received by 
their secretary on that day. Be- 
sides, it is a rare thing for any 
of the Roman Congregations after 
the Feast of Saints Peter and Paul 
to assume new work until the Fall. 


Kateri Tekakwitha died in 1680 
regarded as a Saint by all who 
knew her.

What is meant by the Unity of 
God? It means that the Divine 
‘Nature ot Substance, or the Di- 
vinity, is but One. Our reason 
teaches us that there cannot be 
more than One Divine Nature. 
Revelation also teaches us _ the 
same truth. “Hear, O Israel, the 


teronomy V, 4). 

What is meant by the Trinity of 
God? It means that in the One 
Divine Nature there are Three Per- 
sons “There are Three Who give 
‘testimony in heaven, the Father, 
the Word and the Holy Ghost, and 
these Three are One” (I John V, 
7). “Go and teach all nations, bap- 
tizing them in the Name of the 
Father, and of the Son, and of the 
Holy Ghost” (Matthew XXVIII, 
19). And in the 14th chapter of St. 
John we read these words of our 
Lord: “I will ask the Father, and 
He will give you Another Comfor- 
ter, the Spirit of Truth.” It will 
interest you also to read from the 
Old Testament, in the Book of 
Genesis, chapters 1-26 and III-21, 
that God said: “Let us make man 
to Our Own Image;” God said: 
“Lo, Adam is become as One of 
Us.”

planation we can give you that 
would present clearly to you the 
revelation of this mystery better 
than the words of Sacred Scripture 
above. We are finite; God is infi- 
nite. Creatures as we are, we bow 
humbly before the Almighty and 
adore Him as our Lord and our 
God. The mystery of the Trinity 
has been revealed to us, therefore 
we must believe it. Surely we 
could not question the truthfulness 
of God in making known to us 
somethings about Himself, even 
though we cannot fully understand. 

There are Three distinct Per- 
sons in One God. The Father is 
God, the First Person, and pro- 
ceeds from no one; the Son is God, 
the Second Person, is begotten, and 
has assumed our human nature. 
The Holy Ghost is God, the Third 
Person, and proceeds from the 
Father and the Son. Each is dis- 
tinct, yet there are not Three Gods 
but Only One God. 

This lesson may seem hard to 
read and to understand, children, 
but it gives you in a few short 
paragraphs, some clear idea of 
these sublime mysteries. God is a 
spirit, and the human mind of man 
is incapable of comprehending all 
the mysterious things of a spirit. 
We must not try to measure or 
weigh spiritual things by the yard 
nor the pound. Our powers of un- 
derstanding are limited, hence it 
should not be surprising that we 
cannot grasp the unlimited and 
eternal perfections and attributes 
of God. 


is out? When you forget your 
prayers, you are forgetting God. 
You simply could not do that. 

Well, there are several ways to 
pray. You need not know all of 
them. St. Paul says we should 
pray always. That does not mean 
we must be on our knees all the 
time. How could we work or play? 
His words mean we must make our 
morning offering. All our thoughts, 
words, and actions should be of- 
fered up each morning. A little 
examination of conscience each 
evening. Place yourself under the 
care of the Sacred Heart and the 
Blessed Mother each morning and 
each evening. 

You know some children have 
the idea they must open a’ prayer- 
book and say a certain number of 
prayers. That is a good plan, but 
when evening comes and the little 
boy or girl is getting sleepy, the 
prayer book is forgotten. Each 
child, however, should at least 
kneel down and bless himself and 
say an “Our Father” and “Hail 
Mary”. At least “bless yourself” 
and tharik God for taking care of 
you during the day. In the morn- 
ing, Jump up quickly and say: 
‘Jesus, Mary and Joseph, help me.” 

Morning and evening prayers 
are a proof that you believe in 
God and that you love Him. He has 
you in His mind all the time. Why 
can’t you think of Him at least 
every morning and evening? Pray- 
er keeps you in touch with God. 
Prayer reminds you of the happi- 
ness you will have in Heaven. Did 
you know that morning and even- 
ing prayers are a fine way to obey 
the First Commandment of God? 
We owe Him our life, and our 
health and our happiness. We owe 
Him everything we have. Why 
not thank Him each morning and 
evening ?
